Seven million, nine hun- 
dred fifty-five pounds Golden 
Guernsey Milk were sold the 
association twelve markets 
net profit producers above Class 
One Milk $55,680. 

Field-secretary, Floyd Barlow 
reported for nine months the year, 
having had three months leave 
absence. was his tenth year 
service. reported having done 
work with twenty-seven local asso- 
ciations, which three had been or- 
ganized during the year. The group 
activities required fifty-six meetings, 
which were attended 4,407 peo- 
ple. 

Assistance was given during the 
year the management seven 
auction sales, well the sale 
few animals private treaty. 
Two hundred seventy-eight 
mals were involved that sold for 
$25,261. 

most gratifying development 
the state that 4-H Guernsey 
Calf Clubs the county unit basis 
with leaders who are Guernsey 
breeders. Project workers, who 
completed full year’s work, owned 
288 calves, eighty-four which 
were shown the state fair, in- 
crease from nine shown 1923.

1901. The American Guernsey 
Cattle Club was the first adopt 
Advanced Register based 
yearly records butter fat. 

Official testing, defined 
TheAmerican Guernsey Cattle Club, 
the method ascertaining the 
record production the yield 
milk and butter fat cow under 
the Advanced Register rules.

called ‘‘Advanced Register rec- 
The record may for either 
ten months one year. During 
that period the milk yield weighed 
the owner and the per cent 
butter fat the milk, over one 
two day monthly period, deter- 
mined the Babcock method 
under the direction the super- 
visory institution, that is, state 
agricultural college experiment 
station. The milk yield and per 
cent butter fat are reported 
monthly The American Guernsey 
Cattle Club. The owner’s report 
constitutes the month’s credit 
milk, and the monthly credit 
butter fat pounds found 
multiplying the milk yield the 
per cent butter fat for the month. 
the end the period in- 
cluded the record, that is, ten 
months one year, the monthly 
production totaled. This total 
the Advanced Register record. 


Increases Value Cow and 


Progeny 


CREDITABLE Advanced Register 
record increases not only the 
value the cow that makes rec- 
ord, but also the value her pro- 
geny and all related animals. Rec-

Even when the price level Guern- 
sey cattle has been low, due sub- 
normal economic conditions, satis- 
factory financial return from official, 
testing evident. the group 
over two years age, cows having 
Advanced Register records sold for 
average $231, while cows with- 
out Advanced Register records but 
having Advanced Register dams 
brought average $181. The 
average increased value cow 
due her Advanced Register rec- 
ord was, therefore, fifty dollars. 
Cows without Advanced Register 
records and without Advanced Reg- 
ister dams sold for average 
$133, less than sixty per 
cent the average cows with 
Advanced Register records. Simi- 
larly, sires with two more Ad- 
vanced Register daughters averaged 
$288, while sires without two 
more Advanced Register daughters 
averaged $165. Sires without Ad- 
vanced Register dams and not hav- 
ing two more Advanced Register 
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daughters sold for average 
only sixty-one dollars.

bull index must simple 
and easily understood the 
average dairyman. will 
admitted, arbitrary criter- 
ion and based the belief that 
matter how perfect system one 
might devise will have little use- 
fulness complex that the 
average breeder cannot fathom it. 
For this reason would have little 
utility for the simple reason that 
would not and could not used 
the average breeder for the purpose 
improving his animals.

control mastitis should 
considered two parts. 

First all, there are several 
things that should become routine 
all dairy barns the interest 
good dairying. Undoubtedly, the 
most important single factor 
preventing udder infections thor- 
ough milking. has been the uni- 
versal conclusion careful ob- 
servers everywhere that mastitis 
becomes menace only 
where some milk remains the 
cows’ udders the conclusion the 
milking process. Milk which re- 
mains the udder not only lost, 
but tends depress milk secre- 
tion for the following milking, and 
supplies almost perfect medium 
for the growth any bacteria that 
may find their way into it. nor- 
mal, healthy udder producers pure, 
safe milk; but when bacteria enter 
this pure milk they multiply rapid- 
ly. 

Let repeat, you would keep 
mastitis out your herd thor- 
ough your milking. sure that 
when you get with your pail 
milk you have all the milk the 
cow has secreted that time. 
particularly careful about thor- 
ough milking when the cows are 
being dried off, and when they are 
fresh. Too often case mastitis 
develops just cow being dried 
off, perhaps after she has been 
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turned off dry. Cases developing 
this stage are easily overlooked, 
but they are very important. 
cow that has mastitis when she 
just about dry will freshen the next 
time with badly damaged udder. 

Prevent injury the teats and 
udder. Any injury the teat 
udder predisposes mastitis. Avoid 
rough handling during the milking 
process, provide roomy stalls with 
partitions between the cows, and 
keep plenty clean dry bedding 
under the cows, particularly under 
the udders when the cows lie down. 

Avoid sticking things into the 
teat aid the milking process. 
This means not only such homely 
remedies toothpicks and matches 
which serve dilators, and goose 
quills which serve milking tubes; 
but also any dilator milking tube. 
The use dilators and tubes 
probably the cause more slack 
and dry quarters than all other 
agents combined. When 
comes necessary resort such 
means remove milk from the 
udder time treat the offend- 
ing teat surgically. can 
slit quite readily with the proper 
instruments, and when such teats 
are given proper after-care infection 
not likely result. 

Prevent contamination the 
stall keeping milk off the floor, 
and sprinkling lime the rear 
the stall every few days the 
barn being cleaned. the first 
two three streams milk are 
drawn from the udder and dis- 


strip-cup for this, rather than milk 
onto the floor. 


The Infected Herd 


herd where mastitis more 
less prevalent, more stringent 
program must maintained, be- 
the control mastitis re- 
solves itself into problem herd 
management and udder hygiene, 
rather than the treatment and cure 
individual cases. this respect 
the disease resembles tuberculosis 
and Bang’s disease. 

When checking outbreak the 
first step survey the status 
the herd. Examine each cow’s 
udder according the plan already 
outlined. Check the udder findings 
with the milk tests that are 
used. Probably the 
test this connection the brom- 
thymol blue test. doubtful cases 
one more additional tests may 
used arrive conclusion. 

Place the cows with infected 
quarters one end the barn and 
milk them last. Sell off bad cases. 

mechanical milkers are being 
used often good plan set 
them aside for week two and 
knowledge the condition the 
udder can secured 
animal milked hand, and the 
disease spreads less rapidly herds 
that are hand milked. the milk- 
ing machine used in- 
fected cows rinse the teat cups and 
solution before moving from one 
cow another, even among the 
infected cows. would pre- 
ferable milk hand all the 
cows that are known infected. 

constantly the lookout for 
new quarters showing 
evidence damage for the first 
time. strip-cup often dis- 
tinct help locating trouble early. 
strip-cup metal cup with 
part the top being covered 
fine-mesh screen black cloth. 
three four streams milk 
from each quarter are drawn 
through this screen cloth any 
flakes chunks will readily 
noted. should not necessary 
say that when any flakes appear 
they should carefully washed off 
before milk from another quarter 
put through the Occasional 
use the strip-cup has little 
merit, but when used regularly 
not infrequently helps make 
early diagnosis. 

The practice milking onto the 
floor has already been condemned. 
particularly careful not con- 
taminate the bedding and the stall 
with milk from infected quarter. 
Mastitis spreads from cow cow 
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when the streptococci contained 
the milk from infected quarter 
get onto the teats other cows. 
Bedding often pushed from one 
stall another, and the bedding 
with streptococci 


mastitis. Infected quarters are 
preferably milked into pail con- 
taining fairly strong coal tar 
disinfectant. This not only kills 
the bacteria, but kills them before 
they can any more damage. 
Such pail cannot used for any- 
thing else because the odor 
strong that will taint milk, and 
will make anything carried 
objectionable animals. 

Dip each teat two three 
per cent solution coal tar dip 
chlorine disinfectant within fifteen 
minutes the completion milk- 
ing. When cow has been milked 
out there period relaxation 
all the tissues, including the 
muscle guarding the teat 
canal; and while this muscle 
relaxed bacteria enter 
canal much more easily than 
other times. prevent infection 
this time dip each teat anti- 
solution, leaving drop 
solution dry the tip the teat. 


Treatment 

‘UCCESSFUL treatment consists 
early diagnosis and minimizing 
the individual attack. the first 
evidence swollen quarter, 
flakes the milk, any abnor- 
mality the udder, reduce the 
grain allowance half the usual 
amount and give pound Epsom 
Salts Glauber’s Salts. 

Milk the cow every hour every 
hour and half for two three 
days. Whenever any milk re- 
moved from the quarter take all 
out- strip dry. Thorough milk- 
ing frequent intervals the one 
treatment which, above all others, 
gives encouraging results. Just 
thorough milking the important 
factor preventing mastitis from 
establishing itself, frequent milk- 
ing the important factor min- 
imizing the severity the attack. 
Just because the milk looks fairly 
good after six eight milkings 
hourly intervals not misled 
into thinking that the trouble 
over. Keep the frequent milking 
for least two days. 

Local treatment the udder 
often gives good results sufficient 
time spent it. However, 
must well understood that local 
treatment problem not ten 
fifteen minutes’ work, but 
hours and hours patient care. 
Either hot cold applications 
the udder may used, alternate 
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hot and cold. there any pre- 
ference between heat and cold the 
advantage probably lies little 
the side heat. The application 
cold would probably accom- 
plished bathing the udder ice 
water. Heat may applied either 
hot water with one the heat 
lamps which have become popular 
recent years. The important 
thing about either heat cold 
the degree variation from normal 
body temperature. When using hot 
water keep hot that the hands 
can just handle the cloths soaked 
it. When using cold keep little 
snow ice the water. When 
using heat lamp care must 
exercised maintain the proper 
distance, that the udder will 
kept hot but will not blistered. 
already mentioned, hours and 
hours time are needed accom- 
plish results, and unless the cow 
sufficiently valuable warrant 
keeping man working her just 
about all day little benefit 
expected. Whenever moist appli- 
cations are being discontinued 
sure that the udder thoroughly 
dry before you leave it. 

Liniments and ointments may 
beneficial local treatment the 
udder not massaged too vigorous- 
while badly inflamed and 
very painful. 

Inflation the udder with dis- 
infectant solution has been tried 
and recommended various times. 
Here, the case the milking 
tube, there grave danger doing 
more harm than good. About the 
only time milking tube, such 
used for inflating the udder, 
sterile when has been recently 
boiled and then carefully handled 
until inserted into teat that 
has been washed and disinfected. 
milking tube carried more 
than step two from the boiling 
sterile gauze while 
ported. For the inflation udders 
infected with mastitis several non- 
irritating disinfectants have been 
widely advertised. Reports their 
value are means uniform. 
Some workers are very enthusiastic 
about the results they secure when 
using this method treatment, 
while others that apparently follow 
the same plan all its details are 
very pessimistic about the results. 

Internal medication with drugs 
that are eliminated through the 
udder has also been attempted, and 
diversity opinion its value 
suggested the more prominent ones 
are formalin, sodium salicylate, and 
acid. 

Vaccination with bacterins, vac- 


cines, and serums has long been 
practiced; but probably has little 
any merit. hardly reason- 
able suppose that although 
active attack mastitis one 
quarter does not immunize the other 
three quarters the udder, still 
dose weakened killed bac- 
teria injected under the skin will 
produce immunity. 

The problem mastitis, then, 
seems become one control 
rather than cure. Prevention 
yields the greatest returns and this 
matter which can accomplish- 
following good dairy prac- 
tices: Thorough milking, avoiding 
injury, shunning the use teat 
tubes and dilators, and keeping the 
stalls clean and well bedded. After 
animals that are known badly 
infected have been removed from 
the herd sale semi-isolation, 
close watch each cow each 
milking will lead early dia- 
gnosis, which turn provides op- 
portunity reduce the severity 
the attack. Minimizing individual 
attacks largely matter fre- 
quent milking, religious applica- 
tion heat cold, and these may 
some times assisted liniments 
rubbed on, inflation with disin- 
fectants, internal medication, 
the administration bacterins.

Farmers observed, many years 
ago, that cattle and hogs fatten- 


better yellow corn than 
white.

bull raised butter fat percentage 
.19 per cent and his butter fat index 
would 4.23 per cent plus (be- 
cause raised) .19 per cent 
4.41 per cent. Now the remaining 
cows which was later bred 
had average butter fat percent- 
age 4.15 per cent and, therefore, 
the daughters butter fat percentage 
should have been (if the Inter- 
mediate system correct) just half 
way between 4.41 per cent and 4.15 
per cent, 4.28 per cent. The 
records show, however, that these 
daughters actual butter 
centage was 4.26 per cent so, there- 
fore, the index was error .02 
per cent. The rest the table 
constructed similar manner. 
The averages show that the Inter- 
mediate system (offspring half way 
between parents) just accurate 
the Mount Hope system and 
certainly much easier work with, 
and much easier for the average 
man understand. also seen 
that the Intermediate system 
much more accurate than that 
based the actual average the 
first daughters applied 
future daughters. 

Table indicates that index 
for amount milk based the 
Intermediate system (offspring half 
way between their parents) more 
accurate than one based the 
Mount Hope system (offspring 
the way the high parent) 
one based the Gifford system 
(using only the daughters records 
and not using the dams records). 

Table II. indicates that index 
for butter fat percentage based the 
Intermediate system (offspring half 
way between their parents) fully 
accurate the Mount Hope 
system (offspring the way 
the high parent) and also much 
simpler use, and that the Inter- 
mediate system much more ac- 
curate than the Gifford system 
(based daughters only). 


Intermediate Bull Index 


this study and testing 

bull indexes only one conclusion 
seems possible regards the best 
system use, all things considered, 
namely, one based blending 
where the average the daugh- 
ters falls just half way between 
the average the dams’ records 
and the bull’s index both from 
the standpoint amount 
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milk and percentage butter 
fat. The writer would propose that 
this called the INTERMED- 
BULL INDEX order 
differentiate from all others. 
This name has two advantages: 
First, impersonal, and second, 
the name itself suggests just what 
the index does, namely, puts the 
offspring intermediate between the 
parents both regards amount 
milk and percentage butter fat. 


Genetic Explanation the 
Indexes 


Intermediate index differs 

from the Mount Hope and the 
Gifford systems many ways. 
The Mount Hope index based 
the theory partial domin- 
ance high milk production 
and low butter fat percentage. 
This has never been proved 
far the writer has been able 
learn. This theory partial 
dominance unproved scienti- 
fically and unwieldy from 
necessitates the use the fac- 
tors .4286 and 2.333 arriving 
the bull’s milk index and the 
factors 1.5 and .6667 arriving 
the bull’s butter fat percent- 
age index. 


The Gifford system which uses 
only the daughters records, calling 
the average production the 
daughters the bull’s index, seen 
complete dominance the bull 
since entirely disregards the 
her 
daughters. There evidence 
supporting this view. Most breed- 
ers fact believe that the cow 
well the bull has influence 
her daughters characteristics. The 
writer also inclined this 
lief. order test the matter 
has made study the production 
levels both amount milk and 
percentage butter fat the 
daughters high producing cows 
and those low producing cows, 
the daughters each case being 
the same sire. 


From the sheets containing the 
daughter-dam 
bulls, there were selected the five 
highest producing cows which 
the bull was bred. The average 
production the group five cows 
was ascertained and also the aver- 
age production the five resulting 
daughters. The procedure 
was followed for the five lowest 
producing dams and their daugh- 
ters. The results are shown 
Table III. both regards amount 
milk and percentage butter 
fat. This table includes ten bulls 
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with average daughter- 
dam comparisons each. 

Table III. shows that the daugh- 
ters high producing cows aver- 
aged 924 pounds milk and .21 
per cent butter fat higher than the 
average all daughters, while the 
daughters low producing cows 
(by the same sires) produced 891 
pounds milk and .26 per cent 
butter fat less than the average 
all daughters. evidence 
that the production level the 
cow does have influence 
daughters, other words 
that system such Gifford’s 
which uses only the daughters 
average production and thereby 
gives all the credit places all 
the blame the bull not 
sound genetically.
